PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OYER,  INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER 

DISEASES , 


In  the  months  oi  January,  February  and  April,  Measles  was  a 
prominent  disease.  It  was  not  severe  in  character  - four  deaths 
resulting  from  it.  Whooping  Cough  was  prevalent  in  January, 
February  and  April,  the  number  of  cases  notified  was  not  so  great 
as  in  the  case  of  Measles.  Five  deaths  occurred,  caused  by 
//hooping-  Cough. 

The  number  of  cases  of  Diphtheria  was  considerably  less  than 
in  1940  - three  deaths  resulting  from  this  disease. 

Scarlet  Fever  was  neither  prevalent  or  severe  - no  deaths 
being  caused  by  it. 

Cerebro  Spinal  Fever  cases  numbered  13  - causing  one  death 
attributable  to  this  area.

A fact  that  cannot  be  stressed  too  strongly  is  that  Measles 
and  Whooping  Cough  of  a seTere  type^  or  occurring  in  debilitated 
children;,  should 'be  hospitalised,  espooial3-y  if  home  conditions 
are  difficult.

The  Clinic  v^as  ojoened  in  October^  and  by  the 
end  of  the  year  200  casCvS  were  treated.  The  treatment  consists 
of  bathing^  and  painting  "ffith  Benzyl  Benzoate.  The  diseased  is  not 
particularly  easy  t.o  cure.  All  members  of  a" household  should 
obtain  treatment  at  the  same  time  whether  they  carry  obvious -signs 
of  the  disease  or  not.  Bearing  in  mind  these  two  facts,  it*inust 
be  considered  that  the  Clinic  has  been  very  successful,  andhis  a 
service  much  - appreciated  by.  the.  parents  who  have  children  or  *'who 
are  themselves,  suffering  from  Scabies.  , .
